Lexington, Ky., September 1, 1904. 

The Conference opened at the appointed time, by sing- 
ing Hymn No. 473, followed by prayer and scripture 
lesson by Rev. F. K. Struve.

Lexington, Ky., September 2, 1904. 

The Conference opened at 9 o’clock with scripture les- 
son and prayer by Rev. W. F. Taylor. The minutes of 
the previous session were read, corrected and approved. 

W. E. Arnold asked to be released from the Examining 
Committee of the class of the first year, and that M. S. 
Clark be put in his place. Granted. 

The question of law submitted for decision at the first 
day’s session was decided by the bishop in the affirmative. 

The question and answer are as follows: 

While presiding over the Kentucky Conference, September 7, 1903, 
Bishop E R. Hendrix officially announced that Julius E. Wright, a 
member of the said Kentucky Conference, was transferred to the 
Indian Mission Conference, record of the transfer was made on the 
Kentucky Conference Journal, and certificate of the transfer sent to 
Bishop E. E. Hoss, President of the Indian Mission Conference. 
Bishop Hoss refused to recognize the transfer, made no announce- 
ment to the Indian Mission Conference of the same, and left Bro. 
Wright without an appointment. 

Question: Does the official announcement that a preacher is trans- 
ferred from one conference to another operate a change of member- 
ship, so that his rights and responsibilities in the conference to 
which he is transferred begin from the date of his transfer by the 
bishop making it? 

Answer: “It. does. A. Coke Smith.” 

It was moved and seconded that we reconsider the ac- 
tion by which the minutes of the first day’s session were 
approved. On standing vote the motion was carried, 56 
for, and 42 against. It was then moved and seconded 
that, after a proper mention of the fact that a communi- 
cation from Rev. Julius E. Wright asking for a decision 
as to his relation to this Conference, had been received, 
the minutes be corrected by striking out the communica- 
tion. The following substitute was offered: 

Resolved, That in receiving the communication from Rev. J. E. 
Wright and admitting it to record, we do not commit ourselves to 
the contents thereof, nor do we express any opinion as to the admin- 
istration of Bishop Hoss in his case.

Eversole, having passed an approved examination, re- 
ported their charges, had their characters passed, and 
were advanced to the class of the fourth year. Owing to 
illness, Price T. Smith was not before the committee. His 
character was passed, and he was continued in the class 
of the third year. 

Under call of question 8: “What traveling preachers 
are elected deacons?” C. P. Pilow, E. L. Griff y and J. 
E. Sanders, having passed approved examinations, were 
elected to deacons orders and advanced to the class of 
the third year. J. M. Fuqua, H. E. Eoseberry, C. K. 
Dickey and Peter Walker, local deacons, were approved 
in their examinations and advanced to tlfe class of the 
third year. 

B. M. Nelson and G. O. B. Jackson, not appearing be- 
fore the committee, were continued in the class of the 
second year.

After other announcements Conference 
adjourned with benediction by D. B. Cooper. 



FOURTH DAY. 



Lexington, Ky., September 3, 1904. 
Conference met at the usual hour, and was lead in 
prayer by Dr. P. H. Whisner. The minutes of the pre- 
vious session were read and approved. 
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The committee appointed to audit the accounts of the 
Conference Cashier reported as follows :

Lexington, Ky., September 5,1904. 

The Conference met at 2 p. m., Bishop Smith in the 
chair. Rev. C. M. Humphrey read the scriptures and 
led in prayer. The minutes of the morning session were 
read and approved. 

The Sunday-School Board, the Committee on Books 
and Periodicals, the Epwortli League Board, the Board 
of Church Extension, the Committee on Sabbath Observ- 
ance and the Committee on District Conference Records 
submitted their reports, which were adopted. (See ap- 
pendix. ) Dr. A. J. Lamar spoke briefly concerning our 
publishing interests, and Mr. H. Wirgman in behalf of 
the Central Methodist. 

Leave of absence was granted G. W. Boswell for the 
remainder of the session. 

Under Question 6 the bishop announced the transfer 
of J. S. Ragan from the Western North Carolina Confer- 
ence ; Morris Evans from the Illinois Conference, and L. 
O. Adams from the Holston Conference. 

The name of Morris Evans was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Conference Relations, which reported, rec- 
ommending him for a superannuate relation. The report 
was adopted. 

W. S. Maxwell, Assistant Secretary, reported $221.75 
collected for the publication of the minutes of the Con- 
ference. It was moved and carried that a committee of 
three, of which the Secretary shall be Chairman, be ap- 
pointed to edit and publish the minutes. W. E. Arnold,. 
J. S. Sims and H. G. Turner were appointed. Permis- 
sion was granted the committee to edit reports.

In 
early life there were events which profoundly impressed him and 
shaped his career. From his seventh to his eleventh year he saw 
nis father struggling with consumption, and during this period make 
a surrender of his heart to God. Subsequently his mother entered 
into the same covenant. The new-found joy of the parents, the re- 
peated conversations on religious topics, the sacrament of the Lord’s 
Supper administered in the home, the grace that sustained in the 
midst of affliction, the family altar at which the mother often min- 
istered, and the triumphant death of his father when the son was but 
eleven years of age, laid, as he was wont to say, “a foundation in my 
conscious being which no evil has been sufficient to destroy; for 
God, Christ, heaven, the Bible, the Church and the Judgment have 
been as real to me as day and night, heat and cold.” 

In his fifteenth year he united with the old Goddard Church, and 
his testimony is, “When the officiating minister took my hand I felt 
the peace of God that passeth all understanding, and, while many 
were shouting the praise of God, I sat in quiet, shedding tears of 
gratitude and joy.” By neglect of duty and privilege he lost 
for a short period his peace of mind, but by patience, confession 
and prayer he had soon restored to him the joy of salvation, and with 
it came a qualification for service in prayer, in class meeting and 
in the Sunday-School. 

In 1845 he went to Bath county, became a clerk in a dry goods store 
and united by letter with Bethel church. In September, 1846, he 
was married to Miss Melissa Taylor. The faithful wife preceded him 
by a few years to the better land. Seven children still remain, one 
of whom is Rev. M. W. Hiner, of the Kentucky Conference. In the 
winter 184G-’47 he was licensed to exhort. In the fall of 1847 he 
was licensed to preach by the Millersburg Circuit at Carlisle, Ky., 
Rev. George W. Maley, P. E., and Rev. George W. Bush, P. C. In 
1848, at Flemingsburg, he was admitted on trial into the Kentucky 
Conference. For forty-nine years he was in the active work, and for 
six years he was a superannuate. During the former period he served 
Louisa, Falmouth, Taylorsville, Bloomfield, Winchester, Maysville 
district, Scott-street Covington, Lexington, Mt. Sterling, Covington 
district, Nicholasville, .Cynthiana, Shelbyville district, Frankfort, Dan- 
ville district, Shelby circuit, Carrollton and Warsaw. He served 
twice each Taylorsville, Mt. Sterling, Scott-Street Covington, Mays- 
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ville district and Shelbyville district, besides two years during the 
Civil War at Decatur, 111., and two years in the college agency. 

Dr. Hiner accomplished without early advantages what other men 
accomplish with them. His struggle made him self-reliant, enabled 
him to overcome difficulties and developed the muscle of body, mind 
and heart for noble achievement. Socially, he had few equals. He 
made friends everywhere. He adapted himself to every condition in 
life. He was the charm of many a social circle. Even in old age the 
young delighted in his company. He was welcome in as many 
homes perhaps as any of his brethren. So large a place had this 
element in his nature that, while it aided him in his work, he felt 
that it had to be restrained. 

As a preacher Dr. Hiner was at his best. The pulpit was his 
throne. Everything was made subordinate and subservient to this. 
His mind was specially adapted to the science of theology. Though 
not bigoted, and not by nature a controversialist, he was a man of 
strong convictions, and ready to defend the doctrines of his church, 
if need be, even in public debate. His preaching was logical, strong, 
full of unction, and often powerfully moved the people. He was rec- 
ognized as one of the first preachers in the Conference, and for many 
years filled its best stations and districts. He rendered valuable 
service as a curator of Kentucky Wesleyan College, honored the de- 
gree of “Doctor of Divinity,” and served faithfully in three General 
Conferences, twice leading his delegation, besides being once elected 
as a reserve. 

If a personal word may be indulged, the writer was a young man in 
Scott-street church, Covington, when Dr. Hiner walked up the aisle 
the first Sunday as pastor. What a splendid specimen of physical 
manhood. His eye, his step, his whole bearing indicated that he was 
a man for leadership. The choir sang Montgomery’s Minister’s 
Greeting: 

“We bid thee welcome in the name 
Of Jesus, Our Exalted Head: 

Come as a servant — so He came — 

And we receive thee in His stead.” 

Then followed the successive verses “Come as a shepherd.’’' 
“watchman,” “angel,” “teacher sent from God.” So he came, and im 
some respects had one of the most memorable pastorates ever known 
by that old mother of churches. To one who rejoices to bear tes- 
timony to his fidelity it was the beginning of a happy life in the min- 
istry. No young man, though satisfied with his call from God to the 
ministry, can ever forget the thrill of the first recognition of that call 
by one who is himself a success in that office. To many doubtless his 
pastorate marked a period of better consecration. 

Dr. Hiner died at the residence of Bro. J. B. Howe at Carrollton,. 
Ky., September 12, 1903. In the midst of friends to whom he had 
ministered as pastor in former years, he at last received the ministry 
of tender hands and loving hearts. Pages might be written on the 
loyalty and beautiful devotion of these people to this aged servant of 
God. At Dr. Hiner’s request the funeral was conducted by the 
writer, assisted by the pastor, Rev. B. E. Lancaster (who referred 
touchingly to the last days of our brother), and Rev. M. S. Clark.

REV. G. G. RAGAN. 

Galen G. Ragan, son of Samuel and Sallie Smith Ragan, was born. 
December 11, 1830, in Pulaski county, Ky. Died at his home in 
Preachersville, Ky., at 4 o’clock in the morning of November 29,.. 
1903. 

He was married to Miss Susan Godbey, of Pulaski county, Ky.„, 
April 8, 1850. He was converted at Vaught camp meeting, near Som- 
erset, over fifty years ago, and thirty-eight years ago in Russellville,. 
Ind., was most wonderfully sanctified. He began preaching soon 
after his conversion, preaching his first sermon in a private home on 
Clifton creek, in Pulaski county, and for more than thirty years he 
has been in the regular itinerancy in the bounds of the Kentucky Con- 
ference, serving numerous works through the mountain regions of 
the conference with acceptability. The balance of his ministerial . 
life and work was spent in the evangelistic field, doing good work 
through Kentucky and Indiana. Under his ministry hundreds have 
been brought to Christ. His father having died when he was but . 
three years old, leaving him an uneven fight in the battles of life, he 
fought well, and, like Paul of old, could say: “I have fought a good, 
fight; I have kept the faith.” What he lacked in education he en- 
deavored to make up in faith and trust in God, and always preached 
with the “old-time” power. He organized and built several churches, 
throughout the mountainous regions of Kentucky Conference, and,, 
in the words of the Master, we can say: “He has done what he^ 
could.” 

He leaves a widow, four sons and two daughters, he being the? 
first of a family of eight to receive his crown. Three of the sons are? 
well known to the Methodism of Kentucky, W. B. having served as, 
P. E. of London district and at present serving the Irvine charge; Jo-- 
siah, formerly of the Kentucky Conference, is now serving work in- 
North Carolina Conference, and John G. the Williamsburg circuit in 
the M. E. Church, Kentucky Conference. 

His funeral services were held in the church which he himself 
caused to be built at Preachersville by his pastor, assisted by 
E. H. Pearce and P. J. Ross. During the three hours of wait- 
ing at the church for relatives on belated train not a moment.

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of waiting at the church for relatives on belated train not a moment 
was ^wasted and all were made to say: “The Lord moves in a mys- 
terious way His wonders to perform.” Blessings that came to all 
present was the best memorial of a life ended under the cross of 
Christ. How every heart was touched and every eye dimmed wiien 
the aged wife, who was blind, asked that the lid should be removed 
from the casket that she could lay her hand for the last time on 
him whom she could not see. She had shared his trials and joys 
for more than fifty years, and now waits in faith for the new and fade- 
less vision of the city of God.

Missions. 



The fifty-eighth annual report of the parent board reveals that the 
.past year has been one of decided progress in all the mission fields 
operated by our church. The demand is for more laborers in the 
fields, white unto harvest. The increase in membership is the largest 
in any single year. Our native communicants now number 14,243, 96 
missionaries, 82 wives of missionaries, 103 native traveling preach- 
ers, 201 local preachers, and other workers. The increase in the 
contributions of the home church is encouraging, being $22,875.66. 
-Nine annual conferences, 75 districts and 2,750 pastoral charges pay- 
ing assessments in full for foreign missions. 

With profound gratitude to God we learn that the war between 
Hussia and Japan has not seriously interrupted the work of our mis- 
sionaries. God is taking care of His own during this disturbed order 
of things. He is opening these lands, overshadowed with idolatry, to 
the influx of western thought and civilization. The church must 
•embrace the God-given opportunity and take them the gospel of the 
Son of God. China, Japan, Korea, Brazil, Mexico and Cuba are all 
more ready to throw off the yoke of bondage and receive the messen- 
gers of the cross. To create a larger missionary conscience we recom- 
mend the circulation of that most excellent paper, “Go Forward,” pub- 
lished by the Parent Board. We also request each pastor to apply 
for and judiciously distribute the leaflets provided by the Missionary 
Secretaries. We call attention to the Missionary Department of the 
Epworth League and the election of the fourth vice-president to 
look after the work. We urge that the Sunday-Schools be organized 
into missionary societies, as required by the Discipline. We request 
•each presiding elder to appoint a district secretary who shall co-op- 
erate with the Conference Secretary in the promotion of the work 
throughout the Conference. 

In our home fields are healthful signs of progress in the building 
K>f new and better churches and in larger contributions to the benevo- 
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lent collections. Let every pastor begin his collections early in the 
conference year and press them to the end. 

We rejoice in the success that has attended our good women in 
their work of the Home and Foreign Societies. We pledge them our 
hearty co-operation. 

We are glad to have with us Rev. W. B. Nance, of the China 
Mission Conference. 

We recommend the appointment of Rev. E. C. Ravage as Conference 
Missionary Secretary.

WOMAN’S FOREIGN MISSION SOCIETY. 

The Woman’s Board of Foreign Missions is represented in six differ- 
ent countries — China, Brazil, Korea, Mexico, Cuba and among the 
Indians. In these, 29 stations are occupied. There are 65 mission- 
aries, 133 foreign and native assistants, 23 boarding schools, 52 day 
schools, about 5,000 women and children under instruction, 6 kinder- 
gartens, 2 hospitals, 3 Bible Schools, 118 Bible Women, and 283 
scholarships. The year which closed in March was the most success- 
ful in our history, having more than $132,000 contributed. 

Our year’s work in Kentucky Conference tells us that our contribu- 
tions are larger than ever before, and yet our members do not increase 
as they should. While the few who are engaged in this work are 
learning sweet lessons of sacrifice day by day, the many are sitting at 
ease, with folded hands and with no sense of responsibility weighing 
upon them. Let each of us ask her own heart “How far am I person- 
ally responsible for -this condition? Have I fulfilled my duty to my 
neighbor and friend in seeking to arouse her interest, and bring her 
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into this work that has done so much for me? Have I been a worthy 
representative by showing an untiring zeal, and by making the service 
such a delight to my own soul that they could but desire to share its 
^blessedness?”

Your committee would respectfully submit that, in the communica- 
tion from our Book Agents at Nashville, we note with delight the un- 
precedented sales of the past year, and the profit thereon of $51,352.02. 
This is the more remarkable in face of practically no demand for our 
obsolete Hymnal, and no income from our general organ. 

To only a few of our preachers is it needful to say that no book or 
publishing house in our broad land offers a larger variety of first 
class literature, or better terms or more prompt and courteous service. 
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It may be worth while, however, to say to many more that no slight 
cause should divert even temporarily our patronage from our own es- 
tablishment. Our Review is invaluable to us. Our Sunday-School 
and League publications have reached an enormous sale, and yet not 
half of what they deserve, and must have, if we are to protect our 
homes and preserve the foundations of our Methodism. No influ- 
ence that creates and shapes character should receive in this age 
such careful prevision, ample provision and prayerful solicitude as 
the literature of our young people. 

That the Nashville “Christian Advocate,” our connectional organ, 
and the “Central Methodist,” our Conference organ, have but a 
meager support is cause for alarm and heart searching. It would 
abate our apprehension if cause for this could be found in the pov- 
erty of our people, or in the literary or spiritual deficiency of these 
papers. That their places are filled by secular journals, at greater 
expense, only intensifies the fear for the spiritual safety of our flocks. 

This, more than any period, is a reading age, and pre-eminently 
the age of the newspaper. The official statistics of the newspaper 
press give an annual circulation of nearly nine billion copies, or 
nearly two copies per day for every family in our country. Of this 
literature our religious papers form an almost inconsiderable part. 

We need a Christian interpretation of the providential changes 
taking place everywhere — a force that makes for peace, purity, rev- 
erence, truth and faith in God and His revelation. We need an ex- 
ponent of doctrine and a leader of enterprises that shall unify the 
effort and connectionalize the spirit of our people.
